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Were  the  KPFA  programming  staff  involved  in  nothing  more  than  fulfilling  mail  re- 
quests, life  would  be  a  complicated  matter  indeed.  Fortunately  it  seems  quite  certain  that 
we  all  insist  upon  a  more  creative  approach  to  the  problem  of  program  content.  Yet, 
assuming  that  we  wished  only  to  be  all  things  to  all  people,  let's  look  at  some  of  the  mail 
we  receive,  focussing  for  the  moment  on  the  comments  elicited  by  the  music  programs. 

If  a  listener  from  Acampo  states:  "More  Bach  cantates  and  Mozart  and  Haydn 
masses!!",  another  letter  (from  Belmont)  will  say:  "You  could  increase  membership  by 
working  in  a  little  more  from  the  'Bach  -  Ives'  co-ordinates."  To  the  Cupertino  sub- 
scriber who  wrote:  "If  I  may  state  my  preference  for  program  material,  the  old  masters 
composed  music",  we  can  oppose  this  reaction  from  a  San  Franciscan:  "I  am  now  listen- 
ing to  your  broadcast  of  the  Tchaikovsky  symphony  from  our  station,  and  because  it  ir- 
ritates me  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  register  a  couple  of  protests  .  .  .  Why 
should  this  station  play  any  of  the  fifty  or  so  popular  symphonies  from  the  hands  of  few 
composers  who  are  so  commonly  known  they  need  no  introduction  to  the  type  of  listener 
which  you  are  soliciting  .  .  .  Please  cease  and  desist." 

One  evening  we  played  some  of  Harry  Partch's  43-tone  music.  Shortly  thereafter  a 
card  arrived  with  this  message:  "Concerning  the  Concert  Preview  tonight,  may  I  ask  an 
anguished  'Why?'  My  wife  asks  if  the  pieces  were  composed  in  a  booby  hatch."  On  the 
other  hand,  there  have  been  several  instances  of  listeners  who  have  become  subscribers 
simply  because  they  appreciated  our  broadcasts  of  Partch's  music.  As  a  Lafayette  listener 
put  it:  "Week  after  week,  I  learn  of  new  composers,  old  and  contemporary,  many  new 
compositions,  many  of  which  I  like  very  much.  But  the  really  exciting  things  on  KPFA 
have  been  the  new  discoveries— Partch,  Varese,  Martin,  Ives  in  music,  for  example,  and 
beyond  music  into  poetry  and  literary  readings." 

This  wide  diversity  of  taste  and  opinion  with  regard  to  music  furnishes  us  with  more 
than  interesting  reading.  In  particular,  it  serves  as  a  stimulus  for  a  continual  examination 
of  our  own  tastes  and  opinions  which,  in  turn,  makes  the  work  of  programing  music  all 
the  more  challenging.
